A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserts that by using two types of PLGA distinguished by 
viscosities in phosphate buffer at a pH of 7.4 (example 20), a higher load buprenorphine base/mg of microsphere is 
achieved while buprenorphine HCI has a lower load/mg microsphere; this is seen in example 18 which has a load of 
36.3 microgram/mg microsphere using buprenorphine HCL in phosphate buffer at pH of 7.4 and in example 20 which 
shows a load of 81.8 microgram/mg microsphere using buprenorphine base in phosphate buffer at pH of 7.4. 
Applicant proposes to file after final amendment in these lines. The examiner indicated to consider the amendment if 
the amendment would not require further consideration of the claims in view of the finality of the last office action
